Names, Free or $50 Each 


There's always something urgent. This 
month, among other urgencies. it’s naming 
the 2-year-olds of 1960. If this chore is 
neglected until the confetti of the New 
Year is flying, The Jockey Club will 
charge you $50 a head for a service which 
now costs nothing but the stamps and the 
mental wear and tear. 

Some of the stamps may be saved and 
perhaps some of the wear and tear may 
be avoided. if you happen to be near 
enough to The Jockey Club’s new frontier 
outpost at Lexington. The director of this 
exploratory venture, Miss Frances Kane. 
erstwhile Blood-Horse wheelhorse. has been 
provided with. a master list of names in 
use. that is, names which cannot be ob- 
tained now. Most of these are names of 
horses still living or horses which died 
within the last 15 years. \ few are sancti- 
fied and set aside forever by reason of 
extreme distinction in years past. 

There is no list of names available. of 
course; not even Univae could produce 
that. and if it could, the list would be 
outdated before it was made. While it 
was pouring out of the machine. somebody 


might put in a claim for Sputnickel. 
Chompanella. Quadrigadget. Fewmets. 


Kabaka Mukabya. Aloha Adlai. Ruzhe- 
vitch. Pedunculation, Synopticop. Supra- 
lapsarian. Infralapsarian, Mow de_ Bet- 
tuh. Mow de Worse, or any other permu- 
tation from A. A. Aaron to Zzyzz. 
Finding a name is relatively easy. since 
English and other languages offer a virtu- 
ally inexhaustible set of combinations. 
sensible and otherwise: but finding a name 
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which is sensible, pronounceable, eupho- 
nious. in keeping with parentage, and 
available is something which requires 
taste and cerebration. The owner has an 
obligation here, if he wishes his horse to 
be known by name and deed. rather than 
as number 6. 


When The Jockey Club resorts to auto- 
mation, as it probably will be obliged to 
do in order to publish the stud book 
promptly and to facilitate publication of 
the stud book supplements. it will be 
possible to consider duplication of the 
list of names not available. If the list were 
run off once a year and reproduced by 
automation or by a copying device. it 
could be placed with various state breed- 
ers’ associations or in field offices main- 
tained by The Jockey Club. Much of the 
burden on the registrar’s office might be 
reduced if owners in different areas had 
easy access to such a list. 

We see in the papers. incidentally. that 
the Post Office Department is exploring 
the possibilities of high-speed transmission 
of first-class mail by taking advantage of 
electronic scanning devices already de- 
veloped. There are other developments 
which provoke speculation as to future 
practice in expediting registration. naming. 
stud book publication. and other functions 
of the registrar’s office. The New York 
Times of November 30. in discussing “fax 
mail.” or facsimile reproduction of letters. 
said: 

It probably is enly a matter of time, anyway, 
before each telephone subscriber will have attached 
to his telephone a little printing or facsimile de- 
vice which will operate during the night when he 
is asleep (so as not to interfere with calls made 


during the day) and will leave in a neat heap 


the monthly utility, department store, hardware 
store, fuel and other bills for the subscriber to 
pick up and peruse, morosely, as he nibbles his 
breakfast. And if it becomes possible to do this, 
it is only a step toward sending what might be 
called, at least in Bell System territory, facsimile 
“Bell-o-Grams” from one person to another during 
the wee small hours when the telephone lines 
are comparatively idle. This would beat ordinary 
mail by a mile, inasmuch as no matter how fast 
a letter can be transmitted from New York to, 
say, California, at the other end it still has to be 
delivered by a man walking from door to door 
carrying a leather sack and fending off dogs as 
he goes. 

What would be truly useful would be a small 
facsimile device to permit the householder 
to send his own messages. “Nobody here. Gone to 
Samoa,” for example, when those bills pile up. 


While we’re indulging in technological 
day-dreaming. we may as well speculate 
on a great intercom system with The 
Jockey Club’s Equinatron as a master sta- 
tion. Mr. Abel Z. Nizkisumka walks into 
the offices of the California Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association on Colorado Ave- 
nue in Arcadia and submits a list of 3 
names. Tom. Dick, and Harry in order 
of preference. for a bay colt by Tom Fool. 
Diamond Dick. or Harry Ape out of Rum 
Island. A few seconds later. after exam- 
ining the list of names in use. Equinatron 
sends a facsimile report to the effect that 
Tom and Dick are out and that the regis- 
trar will keep Harry in reserve for 3 days 
while the official application is submitted 
by some old-fashioned method, such as 
fax mail. Given sufficient liberty. Equina- 
tron might suggest, without offense to the 
good judgment of the owner, that the colt 
could be named Trinidad.

Return of Nance's Lad 
Miami. Hilton A. (Rabbit) Dabson walk- 


ed into Jimmy Donn Jr.’s office at Gulf- 
stream Park and shook his head sadly. 
“Man,” he said, “this game will jar 
you. We’ve been babying this yearling Sea 
Slide—we figured he was gonna be a real 
runner. So what happens? He cracks a 
sesamoid in his stall. 

“You gotta be nuts to be in this busi- 
ness.” Rabbit paused, then grinned. “But 
I guess I'd rather be dead than be doing 
anything else.” 

Dabson, a former rider and now trainer 
for his own Everglades Farm, was in the 
midst of the most interesting experiment 
of the new Florida racing season. He was 
trying to bring the 7-year-old Nance’s 
Lad back to the races. 

After talking young Donn into a hunt-

ing trip and dunning him for a ticket to 
the University of Miami-Michigan State 
football game. Rabbit headed back to 
Tropical Park, where Nance’s Lad was 
stabled. 

The handsome horse was returned to 
training 2 months ago after 2 unsuccessful 
years at stud at A. B. Hancock Jr.’s Clai- 
borne Farm, Paris, Ky. 

A freakish accident at the outset of the 
horse’s new career—he was kicked by a 
mare he was attempting to cover—ruined 
everything. He eventually was bred to 27 
mares, but got only a few in foal. 

“All the leading doctors on breeding 
tell me that bringing him back to the 
races will help him become a good stud,” 
Rabbit said. “So Bull and I agreed to 
try it.” 

On the morning of Tropical Park’s 
opening, November 26, we found Rabbit 
at Tropical’s Barn 23, watching closely as 
Nance’s Lad was being hosed off by a 
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groom. Both the trainer and the horse 
had been racked up in recent days. 
Rabbit had been involved in an auto 
wreck in which his new 1959 Buick and 
the car that struck him were entirely de- 


molished. Dabson had luckily escaped 
serious injury, but he was a mass of 
bruises, from head to toe. 


Nance’s Lad had rapped himself slight- 
ly on the stall door. 

“We put pads on the door—after it was 
too late.” Rabbit said. “He used to do 
that all the time—hit himself on the door. 
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But I figured he was 7 years old now, old 
enough to know better. I guess not. This’ll 
set him back a couple of days, but I figure 
to work him Saturday.” 


Nance’s Lad stood motionless as he was 
being washed down. Rabbit watched him, 
fondly. 

“He looks real good, doesn’t he? No 
more studdish than he ever was. Got the 
same disposition he always had. What a 
sweetheart. Nothing ever bothers him. He’s 
been running out of a van or out of a 
plane all his life. 

“T remember one time we flew him into 
Chicago. The plane hit rough weather 
and dropped a thousand feet. Old Nance’s 
Lad never stopped eating hay. And when 
we flew him in for the Paumonok in 1956 
the heaters broke down. We landed in 
New York 2 days before the race. and he 
went right out and win it in cold and mud 
up to his neck. And that was coming right 
up from Gulfstream where it was 85 de- 
grees.” 

Nance’s Lad had been worked 3 times 
this winter, each occasion at 3 furlongs. 

“His best time is :3645,” Rabbitt said. 
“He’s dying to run, and any distance. I 
figure to get him in an overnight before 
the end of the year and point for the 
Broward Handicap here (Tropical) on 
closing day—the 15th of January. I think 
it is. 

“Of course. he might not run good when 
we try him the first time in an overnight. 
If he doesn’t, that’s going to bevit. It'll be 
all over. 

“But Bull and I decided: let’s nominate 
him for everything, at every distance—a 
mile and an eighth, a mile and a half. If 
you make it, you make it. If you don’t, 
you don’t. “What ever happens, he'll event- 
tually go back to stud duty at my farm in 
Davis (Fla.). and the members of the 
syndicate will send mares to him.” 

The syndicate which owns Nance’s Lad 
includes Hancock, Harry F. Guggenheim, 
Mrs. Richard du Pont, Howell E. Jackson, 
Ned Brent, Roger Wilson. Charles E. 
Mather II, H. B. Keck, Mrs. Hope Y. 
Hanes, Paul Mellon, Lazy F Ranch, Mrs. 
Thomas Bancroft, Dabson, and his partner, 
Chester Caithness. 


According to Hancock, Nance’s Lad 
literally ran himself into shape at Clai- 
borne. 

“Actually,” said Dabson, “I could prob- 
ably get him to the races in 2 weeks, but 
people would say I hadn't given him 
enough time. Heck, he pulled up a half in 
:49 and never took a deep breath.” 

Nance’s Lad was last seen in action in 
the Roseben Handicap at Belmont, May 
30, 1957. He took the lead turning for 
home that day but flattened out and fin- 
ished fifth. Shortly thereafter Dabson 
worked him in the mud, and Nance’s Lad 
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Hitton Dapson 
“What a sweetheart.” 


pulled up with a broken bone in his left- 
fore foot. 


“I don’t know the name of the bone,” 
Rabbit said. “but the doctor told me it 
was the worst one there was to. get 
broken.” 

That injury. to all intents and purposes, 
ended Nance’s Lad’s racing career. In 
1956 he had injured a sesamoid bone. 
Dabson brought him back to the races 
early in 1957 at Tropical and he won in 
1:09+5. 

“That was the last good race he ever 
ran.” Rabbit said. “We tried him in the 
Magic City at Gulfstream later that winter 
but he just wasn’t right. Then we went 
to New York and the roof caved in. 

“But I think he may be better than he’s 
ever been. If his foot holds up. that is. 
You won't know until we run him, but 
I've got awful high hopes. 

“Don’t forget. the horse beat every 3- 
year-old of his year—and that was a hell- 
uva year for 3-year-olds. The only ones 
he didn’t beat were Nashua and Swaps. 
and he never got to run against Swaps.” 

Nance’s Lad. by Slide Rule—Nance’s 
Ace. by Case Ace, won 7 stakes, 5 of them 
in New York—the Peter Pan, Vosburgh, 
Paumonok. Toboggan. and Swift. 

Johnny Choquette. who rode Nance’s 
Lad in 11 of the horse’s 13 victories, is 
the only boy Dabson permits to work the 
Lad now. 

“The only time Johnny didn’t ride him 
was when he was set down.” Dabson said, 
“and now that we’re coming back. he’ll 
get the mount again. 

“Ill never forget when we were coming 
up to the Vosburgh. John was set down, 
but he flew into New York just to work 


him in the mornings. Woodhouse rode 
him and win in the race. You don’t for- 
get that kind of loyalty.” 


Good Weather, Good Racing 


Tropical’s opening, November 26, was 
an artistic and financial success. Perfect 
weather and a good racing card lured 
19.075 fans to the track, toppling the pre- 
vious opening-day record attendance of 
17.616, set in 1952. The handle, too, was 
a record for opening day—$1,012,477, 
compared to the previous high of $953,760 
set last year. 

Morsey Stable’s Peeping Tom and Sil- 
ver Creek Farm’s Roman Colonel literally 
ran away with the 2 divisions of the 
$10,000-added Hurricane Handicap. 

Peeping Tom broke on the lead and 
won by 7 lengths over the favored Jimmer, 
which had a nose over Fresh Marble. The 
latter had a nose over Im Willing. Peep- 
ing Tom ran the 6 furlongs in 1:09 
under Robert Louis Stevenson to win his 
fifth race in his last 6 starts. 

The 3-year-old son of Carrier Pigeon— 
Devil’s Girl, by Diavolo, earned $7,474.37. 
He paid $8.30. 

Roman Colonel’s victory in the second 
division was even more impressive. He 
went the distance in 1:09, winning by 4 
lengths over Dandy Blitzen, with *St. 
Amour II coming from far back to be 
third. 

Roman Colonel, by Ky. Colonel—Roman 
Grace. by Roman, thus won his fourth 
stakes of the year and his 10th victory 
in 16 starts. 

Woolford Farm’s Silver Ship. the even- 
money favorite in the second division, 
broke a bit tardily, was rushed into con- 
tention down the backside, then flattened 
out badly to finish sixth.

She Learned Her Lessons 


Battimore. Hugh A. Grant, the Brad- 
ford, Pa., oil man, had had more than his 
share of disappointment with race horses. 
In 1951 he tossed in the towel, disposing 
ot all his stock to an agent who was 
acting for Charles and Frances Cohen, of 
the Charfran Stable. One of the 3-year- 
olds the Cohens got from Grant was Crafty 
Admiral, which he had bought at auction 
from Harry F. Guggenheim for $6,500. 

It was 7 years before Grant again ven- 
tured to the sales ring. At the 1958 
Keeneland fall sales, his trainer. Burns 
RB. Williams. purchased for $7,000 a One 
Count filly from the Hard Tack mare, 
Navigating. 

Airmans Guide, as she was subsequent- 
ly named, came out running in her debut 
at Keeneland last spring, setting a 4- 
furlong track record and sending her 
owner scurrying back to the sales ring, 
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$10.500. 

She came back in her second start to 
win the Debutante Stakes at Churchill 
Dewns. then came afoul of the season. and 
Williams was forced to put her aside for 
several months. When she came back in 
the Princess Pat Stakes at Arlington. she 
was still unruly, and she acted poorly 
in the gate. She was soundly thrashed. 
By fall. Airmans Guide was back in 
good form. She won at Keeneland. then 
galloped home an easy winner in a 1,);- 
mile warm-up at Pimlico. 

In the Marguerite Stakes with her 
was Calumet Farm’s Heliolight. which 
Jimmy Jones had sent down with a pair 
of badly beaten Pimlico Futurity can- 
didates of the Saturday previous. Keena- 
tion and Pied d'Or. Jones saw Airmans 
Guide. and Heliolight was on her way to 
Florida the next morning. 

In the Marguerite. Airmans Guide and 
Bill Hartack had only one anxious mo- 
ment. Hartack lost an iron coming out 
of the gate and by the time he recovered. 
Airman’s Guide had opened up 3 lengths 
on the field. Hartack took back going 
around the far turn, and when he let go 
again Airmans Guide breezed away with 
ease. 

“She's headed for Lexington the 
morning.” said a jubilant Williams after 
the race. “I may run her once at Hot 
Springs this winter, but we’ll point mainly 
for Kentucky in the spring. I hope I’ve 
got an Oaks filly here.” 


The Rains Helped 


he acquired full-sister for 


Saturday's Exterminator Handicap at 
Pimlico. reduced to the less testing dis- 
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tance of a mile and a quarter. provided 
a mild upset. 

Despite a lengthy nomination list. only 
8 were named overnight and 6 started 
after Murcain-Byers Stable’s Ghan Fleet 
and Col. C. J. Tippett’s Peruvian-bred 
Washington D. C. International also-ran 
*Lightning II were scratched due to over- 
night rains. 

R. P. Trice’s Ashlar. nose loser to Li'l 
Fella in the Laurel Turf Cup and easy 
winner of the Riggs Handicap at Pimlico. 
was an even-money choice under Sam 
Boulmetis, but the well conditioned Ali’s 
Pride, a Canadian import. ran him down 
in the stretch. The credit for Ali’s Pride’s 
neck victory must go to trainer Art Rout- 
cliff and his disciple, jockey Donald Hale. 
with a sizeable assist to the sloppy track. 

Routcliffe had started Ali’s Pride in 
the Riggs. at 1;\; miles on the grass. 
where he is not at his best. and the race 
brought him up just right for the Exter- 
minator. Hale took to the inside. which 
may have been the deepest part of the 
track in the morning and had been stu- 
diously ignored in every race through the 
card. He saved much ground while Ash- 
lar was circling Powhatan Farms’ River- 
sun, and when they straightened for 
home. he shot up the center of the track 
to make his run. He caught Ashlar at 
the sixteenth-pole. and Ashlar wilted in 
the final furious yards. drifting out 
slightly. 


Progressing Nicely 


Warfare. Weatherwise. Tompion. and 
Bally Ache were missing. but the Pimlico 
Futurity. on November 21. last of the 


season’s extravaganzas for 2-year-olds, had 
all the other elements of a wildly exciting 
horse race. 

The prime element. besides an arrest- 
ingly handsome colt from the Wheatley 
Stable. was the strategy of Sunny Jim 
Fitzsimmons. The grand old conditioner 
proved again that he has no peer at ana- 
lyzing a race, then sending out a horse 
in his very best condition to do the job. 
Jockey Hedley Woodhouse, in a Futurity- 
eve huddle with Mr. Fitz. was told that 
if he made the pace and raced off the rail 
Progressing should get home first. 

“He’s a Bimelech.” said Jim Fitzsim- 
mons Jr.. who accompanied Progressing 
to Pimlico. “and our big job with him 
is keeping his mind on his work. You 
know how most Bimelechs are... . in- 
terested in everything that’s going on. It 
scmetimes costs them races they should 
win. 

“Take the Remsen in New York 10 
days ago.” the younger Fitzsimmons said. 
“Darndest thing I ever saw. He broke 
right up front. got shuffled back to ninth, 
then threaded his way through until he 
got the lead in the stretch. Then all of a 
sudden. up comes this other colt on the 
outside. and he gets so interested, he just 
lets him drive right on by and we lose.” 
The winner was Victoria Park. 

The idea now was to race Progressing 
well off the rail in the Pimlico Futurity, 
so that anything making a run at him 
would be well to the inside and less dis- 
tracting. Woodhouse was to get clear 
from the outset for largely the same rea- 
sen, to minimize any chance of dis- 
traction. 

Nevertheless. victory didn’t come easily 
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Ali’s Pride, an invader from Canada, captured Pimlico’s 1'4-mile Exterminator Handicap on November 28, beating the 
favored Ashlar by a neck over a sloppy track. Riversun, the early pacesetter was third, another half-length farther back.

and injured the jockey’s hand at the 
starting gate, delaying the start. When the 
field of 10 got away. Progressing 
streaked to the front from the No. 3 post 
position, then fought off Mrs. James A. 
Bohanon’s Moslem Chief. Down the back- 
stretch Progressing was in front by 2 
lengths, with Calumet Farm’s Pied d’Or 
looming the chief threat. 

But Pied d’Or had enough half-way 
around the turn and now came Willie 
Shoemaker and Cain Hoy Stable’s All 
Hands, moving fast on the inside racing 
a good 20 feet off the rail, Progressing 
gave his supporters palpitations by drift- 
ing even farther out before he got straight- 
ened away for home, losing a good length. 

“Once I got him straight.” Woodhouse 
said. “we were all right. Or so I thought. 
But when he started to get interested in 
the gate which had been pulled to the 
outside rail, and I realy had to go to 
work on him. He took the whip better than 
| thought he would, though, and he just 
held right on like a good colt should.” 

All Hands was a good 15 feet to the 
inside when they crossed the wire with 
Progressing a length in front. He had led 
every step of the way to win Maryland’s 
richest race for juveniles. as his sire had 
20 years before. 

Progressing now heads for Florida to 
point for the Flamingo Stakes at Hialeah 
Park in February. His victory ended a 
tidy week for Sunny Jim and Wheatley. 
Progressing’s big sister. High Bid. had 
won the $20.000-added Gallorette on Wed- 
nesday to become the late season’s best 
3-vear-old filly.

Police in Racing 


The Louisville Courier-Journal last 
week revealed that the Jefferson County 
Grand Jury would be asked to investigate 
the ownership of race horses by 6 mem- 
bers of the Louisville police department. 

The 6 officers were identified as Capt. 
Raymond McDonald and his brother Lt. 
Matthew McDonald, Capt. E. V. Taylor. 
and vice squad detectives James Hogan. 
Douglas Harrison, and John Warner. 

Commonwealth’s attorney Laurence Hig- 
gins scheduled a hearing for December 
10. 

The investigations were requested by 
the McDonald brothers. who said they 
were “satisfied that there is absolutely 
nothing wrong with this.”” They made the 
request “in order to get this thing cleared 
up.” 

Lt. McDonald told the Courier-Journal 
that he and his brother keep a 20-year- 
old broodmare and her foals on an 11-acre 
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farm on the Newburg Road which he rents 
from Reynolds Metals Company for $50 
a month. He said that he had kept com- 
plete records on the operation since the 
day in 1942 when he and his mother 
bought their first horse. 

He said that race horse ownership is 
not necessarily expensive. “There are all 
kinds of ways to own race horses.” 


NEW YORK 
The Minority Report 


New York. Two of the 3 men who were 
dismissed from the Mayor’s Committee on 
Off-Track Betting (now called the Com- 
mittee for Off-Track Betting) last week 
released to the press their minority re- 
port on the public issue. 

The writers were John A. Morris and 
William C. Langley. The third member. 
Samuel D. Leidesdorf. was away from 
New York when the report was prepared, 
and he explained later that his opposition 
was based chiefly on “moral grounds.” 

The text of the report: 

We disagree that the illegal bookmaker 
will be eliminated because the tote can 
compete with him only in the straight bet- 
ting and daily doubles for cash. 

The illegal bookmaker can compete with 
credit. parlays. back-to-back. round robin. 
ete., types of play and also play at out- 
of-state tracks. 

Betting stations will encourage play as 
it has in New Zealand. France, etc.. and 
with more bettors there will be more play 
for the illegal bookmakers. 

It is only through vigilant policing that 
illegal bookmakers are prevented from 
operating at Thoroughbred race tracks. If 
there were betting stations throughout the 


city there would be great opportunities 
for illegal bookmakers in these vicinities. 
Police corruption would increase rather 
than diminish under these circumstances. 

Also. illegal bookmakers would continue 
to flourish from betting on football, base- 
ball. fights, basketball, ete. 

In the United States, betting at race 
tracks has been legalized under the form 
of licensing. Gambling is held not to be 
a right. but a privilege. And we do not 
believe the state and the city should license 
generally any gambling which could lead 
a large body of its citizens to become 
gamblers in order to obtain a hidden tax 
from some least able to pay. 


Fine Fellows, But — 


Robert W. Dowling, chairman of the 
Committee for Off-Track Betting, replied 
that the dissenters were “fine fellows,” 
but he thought that Langley and Morris 
had “closed minds.” 

He said that 2 of the 3 dissenters owned 
race track stock, which made them fear- 
ful that a drop in track attendance would 
harm the value of their holdings. 

Dowling’s statement was followed by 
one from John W. Hanes, chairman of the 
board of the New York Racing Associa- 
tion. who said it was “unfortunate that Mr. 
Dowling found it necessary to attribute 
selfish motives to those citizens who dis- 
agree with him.” 

He noted that. by terms of the New York 
racing law, 20 unpaid trustees received 
no dividends from the stock, which could 
be sold only to the association at $10 a 
share. The trustees held only a_ token 
allotment of 5 shares each, he said. And 
should the association be liquidated. all 
assets would be given to a charity desig- 
nated by the governor, said Hanes.

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The 2-Year-Old Champ

Los AnceLes. Warfare returned to Cal- 
ifornia from his triumphant invasion of 
the East in a condition that would delight 
the heart of any trainer. and trainer Hack 
Ross was no exception. 

“You got to keep training him, or he'll 
fill up on you.” said Ross at Santa Anita 
Barn 33. where Warfare has taken up 
residence to prepare for the silver anni- 
versary meeting. opening December 26. 

On November 9, 6 days after his arrival, 
the Determine—-War Whisk colt was sent 
out for a 3-furlong breeze. and he obvi- 
ously was happy over getting to run a 
little. 

“[ figured 38 seconds would be about 
right. but he went in :3445 so easily I 
didn't realize he was running that fast.” 
Hack said. 

When Warfare was back in his stall. 
Hack invited a closer inspection.

“He's strong.” Hack said, and repeated 
it several times. “Look at that back. how 
broad and strong it is. especially through 
the loins. And his chest. notice how broad 
it is.” 

The trainer estimated Warfare at 1,080 
to 1.100 pounds and 16 hands. Groom 
Fred Kleeman figured the weight esti- 
mate to be about right, but he thought the 
height would be closed to 15:3. At the 
request of The Blood-Horse Warfare was 
put on the scales and measured the next 
day. He weighed 1.090 pounds and regis- 
tered an even 16 hands on trainer Pete 
Avant’s stick. 

Some writers had seen a close resem- 
blance between Warfare and his sire: a 
few even had described him as a small 
horse. His beautiful balance may have 


contributed to this impression, but as 
Jack Shettlesworth, editor of the Thor- 
oughbred of California, has been saying 
since early last summer, “The only way 
Warfare resembles Determine is in color 
and courage.” 

He is long-striding “with a little bounce 
from the ankles down.” and his back re- 
mains almost level when he is in full 
stride. 

Bobby Bauer. Warfare’s regular exer- 
ciser, said the gray does everything on his 
own, “and easy.” “He really stretches 
out when he’s after speed and just floats 
his rider along. There’s never any jar 
when you're astride Warfare.” 

In Warfare’s first Eastern start. at Aque- 
duct, Hack put Bauer up. “He had just 
shipped in. and I wanted to be sure he 
was handled just so.” Hack explained. “I! 
told Bobby not to hit him. but he was sec- 
ond. anyway.” 

“Back in the jockey quarters. after the 
race. ” Bobby said. “everyone was talking 
about Four Lane. which had beaten him. 
Man. it was almost more than I could take, 
for if Warfare had had a race under his 
girth back there. | believe he could have 
handled Four Lane that day without too 
much trouble.” 

Hack thought the Champagne was War- 
fare’s best race. 

“In the Garden State. he showed he 
could run on an off track, all right. but 
I think he’d have won by 5 on fast going.” 
the big Texas trainer said. “The closeness 
of that race was partly my fault. too. I 
wanted Warfare on the outside on that first 
turn. and (Milo) Valenzuela followed my 
instructions, so we took a little the worst 
of it. Milo said Warfare took after Bally 
Ache on his own on the far turn. but he 
got on a slippery part of the sloppy track 
and his sliding cut him a little around 
the feet. 

“When he went to the front. Milo 
thought it was all over, but Bally Ache 
came again and got his nose in front. 
Then Milo got busy with that left-handed 
whip and it was over. Actually. [ thought 
he won easily enough.” 

Warfare was bred by C. H. Jones and 
Sons at their Rubidoux Farm at River- 
side. where Determine once stood. along 
with several other stallions. In the Jones 
dispersal last January. Warfare was 
bought for $12,000 by one Rex Welch. 
Now. one of the Jones sons is Clifton, 
who is developing near Los Angeles a 
large residential area called Bellehurst. 
the name Cliff chose for the racing stable 
he owns with his wife Edith. The Belle- 
hurst development has homes costing

club named Los Coyotes. Rex Welch, who 
also owns restaurants. is manager of Los 
Coyotes. 

Cliff had suggested that Rex and some 
other club members buy a horse at the 
dispersal. so they could have the fun of 
seeing their own colors race. Warfare was 
selected. and Cliff was so confident of 
the colt that he guaranteed to make up any 
deficit that might have accrued at the end 
of a year. 

“There were maybe 20 got in the com- 
bine owning Warfare.” Hack said. “They 
couldn't even decide on racing colors. let 
alone a trainer. so after 10 days Cliff 
took the colt back for what they had in 
the deal. He’s always run for Bellehurst. 
and I reckon he always will. We had 
several offers for him. even before he 
won a stakes in the East.” 

How did Hack like racing in the East? 

“It was wonderful. In fact. the way 
everyone was treated would have made 
the trip worthwhile. even if Warfare 
hadn't won so big. V'd raced in the East 
for 4 or 5 years. as well as in Florida 3 
winters. so it was a sort of homecoming 
for me. but Cliff is so busy he doesn’t get 
much time for any racing. 

“He was there for the Cowdin. then re- 
turned to California. He. his wife. their 
14-year-old son Jimmy, and guests  re- 
turned for the Champagne and_ stayed 
until after the Garden State. Cliff was 
tremendously impressed by the treatment 
he received. both at Aqueduct and Gar- 


den State. He said he was going to write 
to officials there to express his apprecia- 
tion of the thoughtfulness that extended 
even to small details. 

“There was someone waiting for them 
at the ‘Will-Call’ window at Aqueduct. and 
from then on they never did get off the 
red carpet. At Garden State. Cliff and 
his party were picked up by track per- 
sonnel soon after their arrival ac- 
corded the same fine hospitality. 


“As for me, Warfare. Fred. and Bobby. 
we were all given the full treatment. It'll 
always be a high spot in our lives, 
especially with the big horse running as 
he did. That track at Aqueduct is a good 
one, too. I liked it. and I suppose War- 
fare’s performances over it can speak for 
themselves.” 

Warfare “eats everything.” Hack said. 
“We feed those heavy Jockey Club oats 
from Minnesota, 10 quarts a day—and 
he’d eat 17, if we'd let him. The fact he 
cleans up so well is the big reason you've 
got to keep training him. 

“He’s never had a bandage or a pimple 
on him. Only trouble we've encountered 
at all. for that matter, was some colds 
when he was a yearling.” 

Born at Wylie. Texas. where his family 
has had land for generations, Hack was 
christened Haskell, a name that has been 
little used for most of his 51 years. To 
help pay for his education at Southern 
Methodist University. Hack got a job with 
T. R. Jones. an oilman and auto-agency 
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owner. who bred show horses on his Hill- 
top Ranch near Dallas. He also found 
time to play football for 3 years, 1931-33. 
at SMU, starring at tackle before moving 
to the backfield as a blocking and plung- 
ing back. 

“It's been said I was All-American,” 
Hack said. “I earned a mention, but I 
wasn’t really All-American. I might have 
had a fair chance. if I’d stayed at tackle. 
In fact. Coach Ray Morrison told me my 
game against Rice was the best he’d even 
seen a tackle play. A short time later. 
then. the coach told me he needed a 
blocking fullback who also could be de- 
pended on to pick up a couple of yards 
through the line consistently. He warned 
me it probably meant losing a lot of 
glory. but I told him I'd switch. So I 
played fullback, after 4 games at tackle. I 
was pretty fast for a big man. I weighed 
225 pounds then, 10 less than I do right 
now. although my weight built up to 275 
at one time.” 

Hack reluctantly admitted he didn’t 
think too much of Thoroughbreds when 
Jones entered that field. “I didn’t think 
they showed up too well against the show 
horses.” he said. almost as if he were 
confessing to treachery. “It wasn’t long, 
though, until I got interested in bloodlines. 
and the other came along in good time. 

“There was a foreman at Hilltop named 
Red Everetts—he’s dead now—who had 
owned and trained horses. | was able to 
do him some special favors. so he had a 
lot of patience with me and really smart- 
ened me up where Thoroughbreds were 
concerned. From there I got into training, 
which I’ve now been doing for 20 years or 
more.” 

Hack has been with the Jones family, 
off and on, for many years. operating a 
public stable at other times. He claimed 
gallant old Bull Reigh for $5.000 and de- 
veloped him into one of the most admired 
stakes winners on the West Coast. He 
bought Lights Up from George Widener 
and won several of California’s biggest 
stakes. He also was conditioning Big 
Noise when he won the Del Mar Futurity 
for Betty Grable and Harry James. 

Clifton Jones has long been his personal 
friend. “Like a brother.” Hack said. “He’s 
so busy. though, he doesn’t get to the track 
much. He may give me a general idea of 
what he’d like to do with a horse, but 
after that he lets me alone. Cliff under- 
stands the hazards of racing and won't 
jump anyone if a horse goes sour or gets 
hurt. Instead. he'll sympathize with the 
trainer and try to cheer him up. His wife 
Edith is the same sort of true sport. She 
names all the horses. incidentally.” 

Hack is general manager of the Jones’ 
Rubidoux Farm. where cattle are being 
run at present. The farm still has ex- 
tensive horse facilities, including every- 
thing needed for training. There are no

Henry H. (Doc) Mundy is a big man 
with gentle gray eyes. and his personality 
is as warm and wide open as all Texas. 
His face is marked by the deep lines of 
experience one might expect on the man 
who in the past 65 years has punched 
cows. delivered mail in Alaska. played 
pro football, pushed tools in Oklahoma 
oil fields, mined in Mexico. discovered 
perhaps the biggest uranium mine in 
America. and raced horses. and who now 
serves as director of a bank. a race track, 
and an insurance company and as presi- 
dent of numerous corporations of his own 
making in diversified fields. 

In 1952, Mundy sold some 2.000 head 
of prize cattle, his 32.000-acre ranch near 
Pawhuska. Okla., and his 5.000 acres in 
Texas. and went to Kentucky to breed 
race horses. 

“I figured if | was going to raise race 
horses. | would have to come to the Blue 
Grass where the best horses were raised. 
Just like when I started raising cattle. 
I went to Osage County in Oklahoma. the 
most fabulous all-around cattle country in 
the world. bar none—why the grass there 
is stirrup-high to a horse.” said Mundy 
in a soft gravelly voice which could go a 
distance of ground with little effort. 

“See. | was in Kansas City at a Shriners’ 
convention when I met a friend I'd gone 
to dental school with. and he'd started 
practice in Pawhuska—that’s Indian for 
white hair—-and he was telling me how 
fabulous the place was. I had figured 
on taking a commission as a colonel in 
the British Army—this was during the 
first war, and they needed dentists bad— 
and I was on my way to the coast to catch 
a ship for Calcutta, India. and I said I'd 
stop by Pawhuska with him just to see 
what he was talking about. 

“Well, I got there and the place fascin- 
ated me. It was a boom town. Oil had 
been discovered, and the place was a bee- 
hive. teams pulling carts of tools through 
town. wells spouting oil all over the 
place—just fascinated me. And the grass 

-well. I just said to myself: I can get 
rich here grazing cattle. 

“So I borrowed my friend’s car, was 
going down the road, no pavement then 
of course. when this fella was coming 
the other way with 2 mules. no bigger’n 
700 pounds apiece, pulling a load of corn. 
I pulled over to let him by, leaned out— 
didn’t have a roof on the car, so I really 
didn’t have to lean out—asked him where 
he was taking all that corn. Said he was 
going to feed it to some cattle—can you 
imagine that?—just around the hill down 
there a piece. 
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“Well. [ had to see that-—cows eating 
corn. Back Texas where I was 
raised. there hardly was enough corn to 
make cornbread. We couldn't even feed it 
to saddle horses. let alone cattle. 'd never 
seen a cow eat corn. So I followed him. 
His name was Jim Perrier, I found out— 
like a lot of Indians around there. had a 
French name: you know those French 
traders coming up the Missouri mixed 
pretty good—and sure enough, he took a 
big scoop shovel and started tossing that 
corn to those cattle right out of the 
wagon.

“Those cattle were the biggest things 
you ever saw. I just said to myself. the 
grazing around here may be fabulous. but 
this corn trick is what’s making those

cattle so big. I just said to him, ‘Mr. 
Perrier. what do you imagine those cattle 
will sell for?” He told me he’d had an 
offer just that week for $50 a round. Well. 
I knew cattle if I didn’t know anything 
else, and I knew those 300 cows and 2- 
year-old steers and winter calves, at $50 
a round, were dirt cheap. I told him right 
then, I just might buy the buch.” 

Mundy drove back into Pawhuska. 
ignoring the British Army’s need for 
dental work in India. and called the bank 
in his home town of Shamrock, Texas. 
(“Actually, I was raised in Shamrock 
and went to high school in Amarillo, just 
a little ways away—about 80 miles.) The 


directors. 


impressed — by 
Mundy’s picture of opportunities in Osage 
County. made the loan. Mundy called his 
brother. told him to put his saddle in a 
sack and ship it to Pawhuska. He picked 
up a saddle horse at the livery stable and 


young 


leased the back portion of Sherman 
Moore’s ranch. (“It was the worst part of 
the man’s spread and he didn’t want it 
much—about 4.000 acres I guess.”) The 
cattle were moved and one of the South- 
west’s most successful men was on_ his 
way. 

“[ later bought the 4,000 acres, added 
to it some. and that remained my _ head- 
quarters. When I sold out 7 years ago, 
I sold chickens. dogs, cats, machinery. 
everything except a horse and the saddle I 
went there with. The big part of the deal 
was the $50 an acre for the land and the 
$450 a head for the cattle. The other stuff 
was incidental. but we added it up. I'd 
have a barnful of hay and I'd price it at 
$2.500 and the man would say maybe that 
was worth $2.100; I'd say okay; then price 
some machinery at $1,000 and he would 
say maybe that was worth $750. We went 
down the line like that all afternoon. then 
added it all up. and it came to 
$1.690.000.95. 

“He was writing out the check and said 
he might as well lop off about 95 cents. 
and I just said. ‘Listen, we been dickering 
all afternoon. and I’ve stopped dickering. 
That dollarll do me just as much good 
as it will you. and it won’t cost any more 
ink. Just write that 95 cents on there.’ 
And he did. Tell you who it was arguing 
with me over 95 cents: W. L. Moody. 
richest man in Texas. president of the 
American Life Insurance Company. Died 
2 years ago with an estate of $50 million. 

“All I came away with was my saddle 
that my brother sent me in a sack more 
than 30 years before and a saddle horse. 
I sold that saddle to Herb Stevens, and 
he is using it right now at Keeneland— 
had it recovered. Henry Forrest is using 
the pony.” 

Mundy admits to being a Good Time 
Charlie in his college days. He accepted 
an athletic scholarship to Baylor Univer- 
sity. where he lettered in football. bas- 
ketball. baseball. and track. and was grad- 
uated with an A. B. degree. 

“About all I could do with that was be a 
teacher for $500 a year, and that was too 
slow for me. My mother always wanted a 
professional man in the family. so I 
scouted around and finally got a scholar- 
ship to Kansas City University, an out- 
law school where they allowed me to play 
4 more years of football while I got a 
degree in dentistry.” 

During the summers Mundy _ punched 
cows for his father for $15 a month. He 
spent his evenings reading Jack London 
and Robert Service and became “fascin- 
ated with the notion of going to Alaska.”

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He spent his ready cash on a train ticket 
to Seattle, arrived broke, and visited the 
docks seeking means to pay the rest of 
his way north. 

“T went up to a ship captain and asked 
him for a job. He asked me what I could 
do and I told him: anything. Actually, 
the biggest boat I'd ever seen before was 
the tub we used to take a bath in back 
home; but he took me on as ship’s purser, 
and it wasn’t too tough. I had a little 
education, and the job only amounted to 
checking cargo and bills of lading. 

“That trip was really something. I was 
taken in by the spell of the Yukon I'd 
been reading about. The vibrations from 
the steamship whistle would cause those 
glaciers to crackle like a thousand ma- 
chine guns. and down they'd come, ice- 
bergs big as a building. splashing into 
the water as we'd go by. The furthermost 
point north for the Princess Sophia was 
Sitka. I talked the captain into letting 
me off there rather than go back to Se- 
attle, and it wasn’t long before I was sit- 
ting on the wharf with $30 pay in my 
pocket, wondering how I was going to get 
to Fairbanks and the gold fields when this 
Dane and J started talking. 

“Come to find out his name was Koneig 
Johansen, and he was delivering mail with 
a power launch in the Aleutian group, 
and he could use a man who could read 
addresses and all. Did that for a little 
while, then got enough money together to 
go up and waller around in White Horse 
Pass. 

“That’s where one day I see this little 
dried-up fella come through mushing dogs 
and carrying the mail. No trouble to get 
acquainted with another man up there. 
That was Clifty Mooers. Didn’t see him 
again for nearly 30 years, when I met 
him right here in the Lafayette Hotel. and 
we became the warmest of friends. 

“Tell you another fella | met and didn’t 
see again for about 30 years when I came 
to Kentucky, Royce Martin. I was in a 
little mining operation down in Mexico. 
and he was buying horses and mules then 
for Pancho Villa. What a pair of guys, 2 
of the nicest friends I ever had.” 

Between Alaska and Kentucky. Mundy 
minded cattle, oil, banking, mining, in- 
surance, and what not. Today he is a 
director of the Union National Bank of 
Bartlesville, Okla., director and member 
of the executive committee of the Mutual 
Founders Life Insurance Company, presi- 
dent of the M and H Drilling Co.. presi- 
dent of the National Livestock Credit 
Corporation, president of Mundy Oil 
and Minerals. Inc.. director of the new 
Latonia race track near Florence. Ky.. and 
president of the H. H. Mundy Enterprises. 
a holding corporation for 4 manufacturing 
corporations, 

Mundy had been racing horses, mostly 
Quarter Horses. and in 1946 he started 
breeding race horses. Since moving his 
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horse operation to Kentucky, he has ac- 
quired 36 broodmares. They are quar- 
tered on a 400-acre section of historic 
Hamburg Place which he has leased from 
Preston Madden. There he stands Bobs 
Pick, 16-year-old son of Eight Thirty— 
Black Queen. thus a half-brother to the 
dams of Polynesian and Papa Redbird. 
Bobs Pick had 31 foals in his first 5 crops, 
including Corpick, second in the Primer 
Stakes; Bobbelle. second in the Coronet 
Stakes: and Skeno, third in the Michigan 
Derby. 

“Not many peaple thought much of 
Bobs Pick.” Mundy mused, “but I’ve 
bought a lot of high-powered yearlings the 
past few years and I'll tell you. it’s been 
the Bobs Picks that have kept the Doc 
Mundy stable in business. I had a full 
book for him this year, and I sent *Mah 
Iran and Volotime to him. so he'll do all 
right.” 

The stable carries 20 to 25 horses. One 
of them is Djebah, a 3-year-old colt by 
*Djeddah—Grindelia. by *Bahram. He 
won the Graduation Stakes last year. 

“T flew out to see him run in the Del 
Mar Futurity a year ago September. Real 
speed horse. He busted out there on the 
lead with *Ole Fols and *Tomy Lee, ran 
the quarter in :21%5, the half in :4414, 
five-eighths in :57, and then faded back. 

“T had bought that colt’s full sister, 
Grindah, from Winn Williamson at Sara- 
toga. She had terrific speed, but fell over 
a rail at Washington Park and died. I told 
Winn, when he and Frank Bishop put this 
colt up for sale as a yearling out in Cali- 
fornia, that I was going to steal it because 
hardly anybody knew what I did about his 
sister, and likely those Californians weren't 
familiar with *Djeddah. Got him for 
$3.100, and the day he broke his maiden 
I turned down an offer of $25,000 for 
him.” 

How does a man with so many business 
interests have any time left for horses? 

“Well, I spend only about 2 weeks here 
in the spring, come to Keeneland and tide 
over for the Derby. Then I’m back in 
lexington for the fall sales, always look- 
ing for a good broodmare. And, of course, 
| have offices in most of the towns where 
my horses are running, so I get to see 
them race pretty often. I don’t have to 
spend much time here at the breeding farm 
--have the best man in the world looking 
after things, E. M. Carr. And then I can 
still get around; I’m only 65. 

“You know what my pet peeve is? I 
happened to discover and then sold the 
biggest uranium mine found up till now; 
sold out to the Homestake people for $28 
million. But you know what my pet pro- 
ject is? I’ve got some gold property in 
Oregon. dredge operation. already run a 
pilot on it, and it’s a 50-million-dollar deal, 
fabulous stuff. Well. what it is. is a gold 
mine.”

Mr. Beaudouin obviously knows close to 
nothing of the Arabian horse. Although. 
on completing my schooling I intend to 
make Thoroughbred and Standardbred 
horse racing and training my life, my 
work so far has been mainly with Ara- 
bians. They are by far the most versatile 
of the light horses. They serve supremely 
as trail and endurance horses. 
horses. drill team. parade. and_ sheriff's 
posse’s horses, show dressage 
horses. stock horses. driving horses. circus 
attractions, and pleasure horses.

The Arabians are well known for their 
extreme intelligence. which plays a part 
in their versatility.

dren. However. an experienced rider will 
find that with an Arab he has a lot of 
horse under him. As the Arab adjusts to 
the conditions which surround him, such 
as temperature and land. so does he to 
his rider. Some Arabs. when being ridden 
by a child. will sense this and be most 
careful with the passenger, while the same 
horse. when under an experienced person. 
will give its rider something to work with. 

It is difficult to find work too hard for 
the Arabian horse or a situation too tough 
for him to handle. 

I think there is no need to mention. in 
a Thoroughbred magazine. the influence of 
Arabian blood on horses of the world. 


Aside from excelling in so many other 
areas. the Arabian horse has unsurpassed 
beauty. Its small frame is proportioned 
ever so finely, with small, always-listening 
ears on a beautifully dished head, holding 
large. dark eyes and curving into a soft, 
petit muzzle. The gracefully arched neck 
extends into a wide chest and into prom- 
inent withers which introduce the short 
back. The tail is set high and carried very 
proudly, as is the rest of him. These are 
anly a few of the lovely features of the 


Arab. 


The Arabian horse has been revealed to 
many through lovely songs, poems, paint- 
ings. and legends. Horse lovers who know 
little or nothing of him are missing one 
of the greatest animals in the world today.

Bets by Telephone 


Sypney. While the Victorian state gov- 
ernment’s plans to introduce off-course 
betting have run into a dead-end, the 
government of New South Wales is having 
the job done for it the easy way. The 
Australian Jockey Club, senior racing 
body of Australia, has given permission 
to T. B. Dwyer, a leading course book- 
maker in Sydney, to accept bets tele- 
phoned to Randwick and Warwick Farm, 
the AJC courses, from December 19, 
opening day of the club’s summer meet- 
ing at Randwick. 

Chairman of the club, A. G. Potter, 
emphasized that the Dwyer move is an 
experiment, and until it has been tested, 
no other applications will be dealt with 
from other bookmakers. 


Should the plan succeed—and I see 
no reason why it should not be a_pro- 
nounced success—it is certain that some 
portion of the many millions of pounds 
wagered illegally in New South Wales 
every year will be chaneled to the courses 
and taxed, to the delight of the govern- 
ment, the racing clubs, and the totalizator 
authorities. 

Totalizator officials have indicated that 
they will ask the government to amend the 
act which provides that all tote bets must 
be made on the course. JAcK BripGEs 


Internacional del Sur 


Argentinian racing authorities have en- 
dowed an international race with such a 
huge sum that North American owners 
may begin to prick their ears for invita- 
tions to compete against the champions 
of South America. The Loteria de Bene- 
ficencia Nacional y Casinos has estimated 
a net of $182.800 for the Gran Premio 
Internacional 25 de Mayo, to be run on 
the turf course at San Isidro (Buenos 
Aires) on Sunday, May 29, 1960, over a 
distance of 2,400 meters. or 46 yards short 
of a mile and a half. 

Net to the winner will be about $122,000 
(10,000,000 pesos); second, $30,500; 
third, $18,200; fourth, $7,280; fifth, 
$3,640; sixth, $1,213 (100,000 pesos). 

Horses from various countries will be 
invited by a commission of the national 
lottery, which will pay round-trip trans- 
portation and lodging expense for each 
horse, its owner, trainer, jockey, and 
groom, up to a maximum of 5 persons for 
each horse entering the race. Except for 
the owner, local transportation expenses 
will be paid during the stay in Buenos 
Aires. 

Another race of similar conditions and 
magnitude is planned for November 20, 
1960.
